MADRID, Aug. 23.—As part of a 
general scheme to reduce army ex- 
penditures the Government has de- 
cided to combine the five existing 
military academies into one general 
school, corresponding to West Point, 
which will be situated at Saragossa. 

At this school Spain’s future offi- 
cers will have their first three years 
of general training before they are 
sent elsewhere to specialize for the 
service which they selected. A sum 
of 7,270,000 pesetas has been appro- 
priated for the construction and 
equipment of the academy. 

Spain’s military schools have been 
closed the last two years to new stu- 
dents, this step being taken to make 
places for the big surplus of officers 
which already exists. This surplus, 
which has been a heavy drag on the 
treasury, is almost absorbed. 

For the first time in the past eigh- 
teen years Spain has passed much of 
the Summer without serious fighting 
in Morocco. The position there now 
appears to be fairly solid and offi- 
cials are viewing with satisfaction 
the improvement of the financial sit- 
uation. The former deficit was due 
to the constant military operations. 
General San Jurjo, Commander-in- 
Chief of the forces in Africa, is now 
in Madrid conferring on the Moroc- 
can situation. Spanish authority is 
predominant nearly everywhere in 
this zone and it is believed that there

HE TAKES OFFICE SEPT. 1 


Republican Successor to Dr. Logan 
Had Been With the University 
for Twelve Years.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 23.—Dr. 
Charlies H. Elliott of Rutgers Uni- 
versity was appointed today by Gov- 
ernor Moore to succeed Dr. John H.

He will enter upon his new 
duties Sept. 1. The post pays $10,000 
a year. 

Dr. Logan, who held the office for 
two years, recently resigned to be- 
come superintendent of the public 
schools system of Newark at a sal- 
ary of $15,000 a year. 

Dr. Elliott is a Republican and 
was born in Illinois in 1879. While 
at Columbia he was a University 
Fellow in Education in 1909 and 1920. 

He joined the Rutgers Faculty in 
1915. Since then he has served as 
Professor of Education and dean of 
the School of Education. He has 
been director of the Summer ses-

A dismal picture of the typical

Philanthropist Thanks McKee, 
but Says Poor Health Keeps 
Him From Accepting Post. 


SEES VALUE OF COMMISSION 


Acting Mayor Denies Proposed Body 
is Intended as a “Smoke Screen’”’ 
for the Kelby Report. 


Nathan Straus, the philanthropist, 
whose efforts have done much to in- 
sure a supply of pure milk to the 
poor, wrote to Acting Mayor Mc- 
Kee yesterday expressing regret that 
he could “not serve on the proposed 
milk commission, the creation of 
which Judge McKee suggested re- 
cently to eliminate graft from milk 
distribution and protect the purity of 
the city’s milk supply at its source. 
Mr. Straus said that poor health 
also would prevent him from con- 
ferring with Judge McKee. 

“T want to thank you for your re- 
membrance in asking my advice in 
the creation of a milk commission,’’ 
Mr. Straus wrote. ‘I believe such 
a commission would help greatly in 
solving the many problems which 
continually confront the Health De- 
partment in the milk situation. 
‘‘The more do I regret that I am 
unable to lend my personal service. 
I have not been in good health for 
several months and I am not yet al- 
lowed to go to the city and talk the 
matter over with you. Besides my 
efforts of thirty-five years have been 
in a different direction. 


Sees Part of Problem Solved. 


“TIT have protected the public from 
milk-borne diseases in practically 
demonstrating that pasteurization 
makes milk a safe food for children 
and adults. You know what success 
I have had in life saving. If the 
ordinances for the pasteurization of 
the entire milk supply, which were 
passed years ago, are strictly en- 
forced, which our present Health 
Commissioner, Mr. Harris, is doing, 
this part of the problem is solved. 
My opinion, which is shared by 
many scientists, is that not even 
certified milk is safe in its raw state. 
It is exposed to too much handling 
and apt to be infected before it 


reaches the consumer.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 23. 
—A general conference on the inter- 
allied debt situation at the Institute 
of Politics today was enlivened by a 
spirited discussion of the American. 
policy. 

After speeches for and against can- 
cellation or revision of the war debts 
had been made, Commander John F. 
Shafroth, U. S. N., asked Professor 


William R.. Shepherd of Columbia 
University whether he thought the 
manifestos issued by Columbia and 
Princeton professors, urging recon- 
sideration of the war debt problem, 
had helped or hindered the American 
Government in its negotiations with 
France and the Poincaré Govern- 
ment in obtaining ratification of the 
settlement. 

Professor Shepherd protested that 
the question was a hypothetical one, 
whereupon Commander Shafroth re- 
— at it: was a practical ques- 

on. 

“A hypothetical question for a 
practical purpose,’’ replied the pro- 
fessor. ‘‘My answer is that as a 
matter of fact nobody knows.”’ 

“It is all right to discuss these 
things,’’ Commander Shafroth added, 
‘‘but it seems to me that it is a very 
bad thing while the matter is under 
way to intervene in such a way as 
to weaken the authority or weaken 
the power that our constitutional au- 
thorities are trying under our system 
of government to exercise.”’ 


Scott Also Criticizes Professors. 


George Winfield Scott, Professor of 
International Law at Columbia Uni- 
versity, also criticized the Columbia 


and Princeton wrofessors, saying that 
they had pursued “an academic 
course.”’ 

“They waited too long,’’ he added. 
‘*‘They allowed five years to elapse 
before bringing up the question. It 
is easy to get off into a corner and 
criticize the Government and its of- 





the discussion, arguing that it was 
im ble to talk about the inter- 
allied debts without talking about 
German reparations. He recalled 
having told members of the German 
delegation at the Supreme Council 
meeting in London in 1921 that the

today,’”’ he said he had also remarked

Dr. Peter P. Reinhold, former Ger- 
man Finance Minister, expressed the 
opinion that the question of trans- 
fers would become extremely difficult 
in the future but that the Dawes plan 
was so well founded and elastic that 
he hoped the difficulties could be 
overcome. When the time comes that 
the Agent General for ——— 
Payments cannot transfer the repa- 
ration te om reg out of Germany but 
is compelled to let them accumulate 
in that country, he went on, it would 
be necessary to hold another confer- 
ence “‘around the green table,”’ to 
search for means to get rid of dis- 
turbances to world trade or to inter- 
national currency relationships. Such 
a conference, he hoped, would pro- 
vide a rmanent settlement of all 
the problems growing out of debts 
and reparations. 

G. utler Sherwell, formerly in 
charge of the Latin American Fi- 
nance Section, United States Depart- 
ment of Commerce, pro that 
France transfer her colonies in the 
Caribbean—Guadeloupe, Martinique 
and French Guiana—to the Uni 
States. Calculating their value at 
more than a billion dollars on the 
basis of . productive capacity and 
prospective taxation, he pointed out 
that this was one-third of France’s 
debt to the United States. 

The Rev. Willard B. Thorp of Palo 
Alto, Cal., urged the United States 
to forgive the interallied war debt on 
provision that the Allies forgive an 
equal amount in German reparations, 
for the sake of ‘‘healing the wounds 
left by the war.’’

M’NAMARA TO RECEIVE 
PAROLE THURSDAY 


State’s Witness in Klott Case to 
Be Guarded Against Gangsters 
on Sing Sing Visit.

OSSINING, N. Y., Aug. 23.—While 
William McNamara, the Sing Sing 
life prisoner who had been kept in 
White Plains jail for more than 
twenty-six months to save him from 
violence in State prison, is due to 
be taken back to Sing Sing and be 
paroled from there Thursday, the 
prison authorities do not know what 
is to be done with his alleged ac- 
complice, Kitty McCormick. 

When McNamara was taken out 
of Sing Sing to testify against Emil 
Klatt of Hoboken, since executed, 
and lodged in White Plains jail on 
a Supreme Court order, the McCor- 


mick woman, involved in the same 
murder, was taken out of Auburn 
Prison for Women and transferred 
to the White Plains jail. 

Klatt and the two other prisoners 
were implicated in the murder twelve 
years ago vf Gregory George in 
Dobbs Ferry. 

The Court ordered the two con- 
victs kept in White Plains jail, after 
Klatt’s conviction, until applications 
for Executive clemency could be 
acted upon. 

The Sing Sing authorities admitted 
that the gang in prison were likely to 
set upon McNamara for turning 
State’s evidence. ; 

McNamara will be carefully 
guarded for the short time he is at 
Sing Sing on Thursday to 2* 
before the State Board of Parole to 
agree to keep the pledges exacted 
from him before he is paroled on a 
commutation of sentence from Gov- 
ernor Smith, who reduced his sen- 
tence from natural life to the time 
he has served, which is about twelve 
years.

Fisherman Discovered Corpse when 


at Sea Near Where Officer 
dumped From Liner. 


HE BURIED IT IN THE OCEAN 


But Brought Back Cards and Check 
Taken From Pockets and 
Bearing Stone’s Name. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—The finding 
of a body which, the police say, 
is undoubtedly that of Colonel Wil- 
liam Porter Stone, U. S. A., re- 
tired, who committed suicide by 
jumping from the Cunarder Tusca- 
nia into the sea on July 2, was re- 
ported by a fisherman this after- 


noon to the East Boston police. 


Colonel Stone, when he committed 
suicide, was bringing to this country 
the body of his wife who had died 
in Paris. She lies buried in the Ar- 
lington National Cemetery, but if the 


body found is his, it will never rest 

there. The fishermen said that be- 

cause of the body’s condition and 

use his dory was so far from 

his — — he attached weights to 
sank it in the sea. 

The fisherman is Charles P. Rich- 
ards of East Boston, a member of 
the crew of the schooner B. P. Hill- 
man. He was alone in a dory about 
twenty miles of Nantucket 
Lightship on Aug. 11, when he found 
the body floating in the water. He 
had to wait until ye esterday, when the 
schooner comple its trip, before 
he could report to the police. He re- 
ported immediately after the schoon- 
er arrived at Edgartown 

He told police here that before 
abandoning the body to the sea he 
took from the pockets several cards 
and a check. On one card was 
printed ‘William Porter Stone, U. 
S. A., Retired.’’ Another bore the 
name of a Mrs. Stone and an address 
which may have been 1,201 Hast 
Twelfth Avenue. On a third card 
was written the name, Martha E. 
Stone. 

The check was dated from the 
steamship Tuscania, June 25, 1927. 
There was also a United States Army 
retirement card, marked ‘‘Finance 
Committee, U. S. A.” 

Colonel Stone jumped from the 
Tuscania during a dense fog, when 
the vesse] was about 100 miles east 
of Nantucket Lightship. A lifeboat 
was lowered, and Captain Smart, 
master of the Tuscania, circled in 
the fog. 

A Oo message was later sent to 
Stone of 126 East Twen- 
ty-fifth Street, New York, brother 
of Colonel Stone, but was not re- 
ceived by him. The first that Colo- 
nel Stone’s relatives knew of his 
death was when Caleb Stone, one of 
the Colonel’s three sons, went to the 
dock to board the liner, expecting to 
meet his father. 

Colonel Stone was 67 years old and 
a native of Arkansas. e was gradu- 
ated from West Point pr yf Acad- 
emy in 1880 and from the rtillery 
School in 1886.

GRAND JURY ASSAILS, 
KLAN IN ALABAMA 


Declares Its Inquiry Into Flog-| 


gings Has Uncovered “‘intol- 
erable Conditions.” 


BUT IT CANNOT INDICT 


Evidence Is Declared Withheld— 
Impeachment of Wedowee 
Judge Is Urged. 


WEDOWEE, Ala., Aug. 23 ”.— 
Impeachment of E. M. Moore, Pro- 
bate Judge of Randolph County, was 
recommended by a special Grand 
Jury, which yesterday investigated 
recent floggings in the county. 

The jury charged that evidence had 
been submitted to show that Judge 
Moore was ‘‘intemperate in the use 
of intoxicating liquors to such an 
extent that he is unfitted for the dis- 
charge of his duties,’’ that he ‘‘has 
wilfully neglected his duty’’ and that 
he is ‘‘incompetent.’’ 

Although forty-five other true bills 
were returned, the Grand Jury re- 
ported that insufficient evidence was 
found for flogging indictments. 

The Grand Jury declared that ‘“‘in- 
tolerable conditions’’ existed in the 


county, blamed members of the Ku 
Klux for these conditions and 
declared itself unable to secure evi- 
dence on which to indict. The report 
added: 

‘‘The Grand Jury has diligently, 
deeply and earnestly investigated 
the alleged kidnapping and flogging 
of citizens of this county. The in- 
vestigation reveals most intolerable 
conditions, Evidence developed dis- 
closed that seventeen persons have

“In case the victims of these 
criminal activities have n whip- 
ped in the late hours of the night by 
organized mobs of men wearing 
white robes and white masks over 
their faces, who travelled in auto- 
mobiles with tags covered. Most of 
them were lashed on the naked skin 
with instruments of torture that in 
some cases left wounds, scars and 
bruises that the victims will ap- 
parently carry through life. 

‘It is the unanimous conclusion of 
the Grand Jury that the kidnapping 
and lashing of these victims has been 
done by lawless members of an or- 
ganization known and called Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan, who have 
bound themselves to secrecy with 
reference thereto.’’ 

The report recommended a ‘“‘unan- 
imous opinion of the Grand Jury’”’ 
that the Alabama Legislature pass 
laws forbidding masking on public 
highways and concealment of auto- 
mobile license tags.

DETROIT AREA ONE PROBLEM

TASTE IN NOISES. 


Lawmakers and. framers of city 
ordinances admit the need of abat- 
ing noise in public. They are aware 
of the arguments of physicians and 
nerve specialists about the harm 
done. even unconsciously by a con- 
stant beating upon the ear-drums. 
But there seems to have been a 
singular discrimination against cer- 
tain noises, while tolerating others. 
For example, if. you kept a dog in 
city or town who barked late and 
loudly at night, the police would 
have something to say to you. So 
they would if you played a piano at 
unreasonable hours after midnight. 
But if you merely drive your motor 
car through the streets well on to- 
ward morning, and allow its tooting 
horn to make night hideous and 
would-be sleepers wrathful, there 
appears to be nothing that can be 
done to you, if your own conscience 
is beyond being pricked. : 

This seeming helplessness in the 
presence of public outrage has led 
some to think of defenses which its 
victims may set up. There is re- 
newed talk of making sleeping rooms 
soundproof. But they would have 
also to be without ventilation from 
the outside if they were to avail. 
We know what unforeseen noises 
used to penetrate to CARLYLE’S 
soundproof room in Chelsea, bear- 
ing torture to the philosopher. With 
what language he would have exe- 
crated the driver of an automobile 
with a siren attachment it is fearful 
merely to think of. 

A different invention has been of- 
fered by a German in the form of 
ear-stoppers to shut out night noises 
and make sleep possible. These do 
not appear to be of the nature of the 
ear-muffs which HERBERT SPENCER 
wore, and which he used impolitely 
to draw down when he found con- 
versation becoming unprofitable. 
The German device must be more 
like the one used by the musical 
critic, the late Henry T. FINCK. 
He had some little wax cones with 
which he closed the portals of his 
ears—not, we hasten to say, in order 
to shut out the voices of singers at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, but 
the street sounds after he had gone 
home. It should be added that some 
of those whom he tried to convert to 
his theory of the way in which to 
make sure of a restful night found 
the sensation of congestion, and the 
consciousness of a foreign body in 
the ear, more trying and more con- 
ducive to insomnia than any possible 
combination of noises.

BRITISH TRADE. 


England's discussions of her for- 
eign trade have not been altogether 
cheerful lately. The decrease of 
£150,000,000 in exports during 1926, 
the rise in that year’s surplus of 
imports to a figure £72,000,000 above 
1925, were not of themselves deemed 
especially. significant, because the 
coal strike was known to have para- 
lyzed: production. Hope was confi- 
dently expressed, when that quarrel 
ended and productive enterprises 
started up again, that trade in 1927 
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have not yet been recovered. It is 
traditionally dangerous for mer- 
chants to relinquish their trade to 
competitors, even temporarily. But 
the real trouble lies deeper. Chinese 
unsettlement and Indian unrest have 
greatly impaired two of the best of 
England’s markets. Even in 1925 
value of British merchandise ex- 
ported to China was less than in 
1918, although prices averaged 60 
per cent. higher. The recent bel- 
ligerents of Continental Europe are 
poor, and the exports of 1925 to 
France, Italy, Germany, Austria- 
Hungary and Russia were in value 
barely 3 per cent. above.1913. Put.in 
another way: if British exports to 
all these countries had been pre- 
cisely equal in quantity to 1913, their 
value in 1925 should have been 
something like £350,000,000, whereas 
the actual value of the year’s ship- 
ments.to those countries was only 
£219,000,000. 

In course of time this handicap of 
poverty among England’s foreign 
customers should rectify itself; even 
the commercial difficulties in the 
Far East may be straightened out. 
To what extent the export trade has 
suffered from an industrial system 
which has not adapted itself to the 
new requirements of the day, and 
from the competition of France and 
Germany with their up-to-date man- 
ufacturing plant, is a more debatable 
question. If that is the cause it 
calls for drastic remedies, which will 
hardly be provided by the recom- 
mendations of the President of the 
Board of Trade for “ development of 
the Empire market,” “‘ more efficient 
selling organization abroad” and “a 
‘Buy British Goods’ campaign.” 
In the longer past the British manu- 
facturer and merchant has met and 
surmounted obstacles almost as dif- 
ficult as these, and it may be done 
again. But at the moment the requi- 
site industrial leadership seems to be 
lacking.

SAVING THE “IRVING HOUSE.” 


Announcement that the old house 
at the corner of Seventeenth Street 
and Irving Place, in which WaAsuH- 
INGTON IRVENG is said to have done 
some of the work for his’ “ Life of 
Washington,” is to be preserved will 
be welcomed by all who believe that 
this rapidly changing city should 
cling to such of its old landmarks 
as have survived the _ relentless 
march of modern building. Like 
most New Yorkers, IRVING lived in 
several different places at different 
periods of his life. That residence 
which he apparently regarded as his 
true home was his favorite Sun- 
nyside at Irvington-on-the-Hudson. 
There he spent the last years of his 
life and died in 1859, in his seventy- 
fourth year. 

The house on Irving Place, once 
the property of JOHN T. IRVING, a 
nephew of the author, is one of the 
few survivals of the early days of 
the last century. The neighborhood 
was fashionable and was long fre- 
quented by persons of prominence 
in the affairs of the metropolis.

COLLEGE PRESIDENTS. 


Instances of Scholars Chosen as 
University Heads. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You have just published an edi- 
torial which seems to me to reflect 
on the much-abused tribe of college 
Presidents rather more than the facts 
warrant. As a‘member of that un- 
happy company I venture to enter a 
modest demurrer. You use the newly 
elected President of Amherst as a 
text for the moral that college Pres- 
idents. should be, and are not, se- 
lected from the company of scholars, 
President Pease serving as a shining 
example of the exception that proves 
the rule. 

I have no doubt that some college 
Presidents would have difficulty in 
qualifying as scholars, and it is prob- 
ably true that governing boards 
rarely elect a man President solely 
because of his scholarship. But with- 
out making any extended examina- 
tion of the facts and disregarding 
many conspicuous illustrations of my 
point, I beg to call to your attention 
a few striking instances of distin- 
guished scholars who have risked 
happiness, peace and a reputation 
for veracity by accepting Presidential 
posts. 

President Lowell of Harvard was 
everywhere recognized as an eminent 
scholar when he became the head of 
Harvard University. My predecessor 
at Yale, President Hadley, was a 
brilliant economist whose scholarship 
was conspicuous. William Rainey 
Harper was an outstanding Hebrew 
scholar when he became first Pres- 
ident of the University of Chicago. 
That institution has recently appoint- 
ed as President a distinguished 
young physicist, who in turn suc- 
ceeded a man of high reputation as 
New ‘Testament scholar. Turning to 
State universities, the University of | 
California not long since chose as 
President a man of international 
reputation as an astronomer, The 
University of Michigan more recently 
appointed a young biologist of un- 
usual promise.

The General’s first wife, the for- 
mer Rose Douglas Brabson of Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., died several years 
ago.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—Germany 
is now the world’s leading chemical 
exporter, according to figures com- 
piled and made public today by the 
Chemical Division of the Department 
of Commerce. In 1926 the total value 
of Germany’s chemical shipments 
was approximately $256,000,000, as 
compared with $171,000,000 for the 
United States, $125,500,000 for Eng- 
land and $114,000,000 for France. 

Germany’s chemical exports were 
therefore 50 per cent. in excess of 
the United States and more than 
those of both France and Eng- 
land. During the past two years 
the depreciated value of the French 
currency and economic difficulties, 
such as the coal strike in England, 
have had an adverse effect on the 
chemical trade of the two countries. 


“Germany’s rapid ascendency to 
this high ,position,”’ the department 
declared, ‘‘may be attributed largely 
to a more extensive world consump- 
tion of chemicals in general and the 
development of a big export busi- 
ness in several commodities, particu- 
larly ——— sulphate and syn-

Its position as the largest exporter of 
industrial chemicals and coal-tar 
products has also been maintained. 

‘Undoubtedly England leads all 
other countries of the world as an 
alkali exporter and is also an im- 
portant shipper of crude coal] tar 

products, such as tar, pitch, and 
sronanne oil, and some of the fine 
chemicals, such as prepared medi- 
cines and toilet preparations. Some- 
what similar to the United ‘States, 
England has assumed a promi- 
nent position in the dye export trade.

\BOTH GOVERNORS TO SPEAK 


Battleships in the River Will Boom 
and Daylight Fireworks Willi 
Mark the Event, 


Ceremonies to commemorate the 
breaking of ground for the Hudson 
River Bridge will be held on Sept. 21 
on both sides of the river and on the 
steamer De Witt Clinton, which will 
be anchored in midstream at a point 
corresponding to the centre of the 
span, and from which the addresses 
of public officials: from New Jersey 
and New York will be broadcast by 
radio. . : 

These will be the first public cere- 
monies incident to the construction 
of what will be the world’s greatest 
suspension bridge. They are spon- 
sored by. the Port Authority in co- 
operation with the New York and 

ew Jerscy Interstate Hudson Bridge 
Association. They will be started at 
11 A. M. with band concerts, airplane 
flights and daylight fireworks in 
Fort Washington Park, at the foot 
of West 178th Street, New York, and 
aitop the Palisades, east of Lemoine 
Avenue, -in New Jersey. ‘Flags will 
be raised on both shores at 11:30 
A. M., and a few minutes later for- 
mer Governor. George S. Silzer of 
New Jersey, Chairman of the Port 
of New York Authority, will deliver 
the first speech. 

Ground will ‘be broken on both 
shores at noon while a salvo of guns 
is sounded from: battleships in the 
river. Then on the De Witt Clinton 
addresses will be made by Governors 
Moore and Smith, United States Sen- 
ator Edge of New Jersey, who as 
Governor in 1917 appointed the New 
Jersey members of the Harbor De- 
velopment Commission, out of which 
grew the Port Authority. Former 
United States Senator Wadsworth of 
New York, who sponsored the Port 
Authority agreement in Congress; 
State Senator William B. Mackay, 
who sponsored the bridge legislation 
in New Jersey, and Senator John 
Knight of New York will be other 
speakers. The Mayors of Fort Lee 
and New York will also speak, and 
President Coolidge has been invited 
to participate. 


UPHOLDS McCASKEY WILL. 


Pittsburgh Court Refuses to Set 
Aside Disposal of $3,000,000. 

Special to The New York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 23.—Judge 
Mitchell, in the Orphans Court to- 
day, refused to set aside the will of 
John G. McCaskey, oil operator and 
sauer kraut merchant, who left an 
estate of more than $3,000,000 to his 
three sons and two daughters. 

Some-of the children had attempted 
to gain .possession of the estate on 
the grounds that its provisions vio- 
vn the law pertaining to perpetui- 
ies. 

The three sons, John Ashford, Wil- 
liam and Irwin McCaskey, were to 
receive one-fourth of their shares 
when they were 30 years old, a sec- 
ond fo at 35 and a third at 40, 
the remainder to be held in trust for 
their children. Until they were 30 
the sons were to receive the income 
from their shares. 

The daughters, Mary L. and Mar- 
jorie J; McCaskey, were to get the 
income from their shares until their 
death, when it was to be given to 
their children. 


MOVE TO WIDEN BOULEVARD 


City Releases Land In Nassau 
County for Transfer to State. 


The first step toward the widening 
of Conduit Boulevard in Nassau 
County and toward increasing its 
value as a through-traffic artery was 
taken yesterday when Commissioner 
Nicholas F. Hayes of the Depart- 
ment of Water Supply, Gas and Elec- 
tricity, released to the Sinking Fund 
Commission e remaining strip of 
land between Conduit Boulevard and 
the Long Island Railroad for trans- 
fer to the’State. The strip averaces 
100 feet in width and runs the entire 
length of Nassau County. 

Commissioner Hayes also released 
for transfer two rights-of-way lead- 
ing from Conduit Boulevard at Val- 
ley Stream and Lynbrook to the wa- 
ter supply properties already trans- 
ferred to the State for park and 
parkway purposes. 

The Sinking Fund Commission is 
expected to take final action on the 
transfer at its meeting in September. 


WANTS TO BOOST BAYONNE. 


Mayor Says Advertising Will Make 
it Leading Industrial City.

BAYONNE, N. J., Aug. 23.—The 
City of Bayonne will advertise its 
advantages as an industrial centre 
if a plan proposed by Mayor Bert 
Daly is accepted by the Board of 
City Commissioners.

EXPLAINS PARK DISPUTE. 


New Jersey Engineer Unwilling to 
Seize Lands for Highways. 


TRENTON, Aug. 23 ).—It is not 
desired in any instance by the State 
Highway Department that park 
lands be used for roadways if alter- 
nate routes permitting a practicable 
alignment can: be obtained. 

The position of the State in the dis- 


pute that has developed in North 
Jersey over the use of park property 
in both Essex and Hudson Counties 
was thus set forth today by State 
Highway Engineer Sloan. 

‘The Highway Department is un- 
willing,”’’ he said, ‘‘to take park 
land or any other property for road- 
ways when another solution offers 
itself. The whole. condition, how- 
ever, goes back to the Legislature, 
which has charged the Highway 
Commission with the construction of 
roads in as direct a line as practical 
between certain definite points. 

‘In laying out the proposed east- 
west route through Newark the 
Highway Department at no time ad- 
vocated the use of Park Avenue for 
a new highway, and the suggestion 
for such an alignment first came 
from the Essex County authorities.
